Ittkfu, KSd he would alwiiys speak well — at 
be lilwiiya had d iiJi' — uf the Tvay tbia school 
was conducted, his "i'l! known that iu a 
place lik>< thH h iinv munt learn gome trade, 
profaasiou or caiUau ua a means of gaining a 
livelihood.
